Thank you for submitting the County of Los Angeles’ (County) functionally equivalent SWRP
and the completed Self-Certification Checklist (Checklist) to the State Water Resources Control
Board’s (State Water Board) Division of Financial Assistance (DFA). This letter addresses the
SWRP and Checklist for the Upper San Gabriel River Enhanced Watershed Management
Program Group, submitted for review on May 17, 2018.

State Water Board staff completed a review of the Checklist and referenced pages provided
with the SWRP. State Water Board staff concurs that the SWRP and Checklist demonstrate
that the County’s functionally equivalent SWRP is consistent with the minimum requirements of
the California Water Code (Water Code) sections 10561-10573 and the corresponding
mandatory requirements in the State Water Board’s SWRP Guidelines'. By this concurrence,
the County and other eligible entities with projects in the SWRP are eligible to receive funding
from a bond act approved by voters after January 1, 2014 for storm water and dry weather
runoff capture projects included in the County’s SWRP planning area.

The State Water Board staff’s review was for funding eligibility related to a bond act only. The
review of the submitted SWRP and Checklist does not include a technical evaluation or analysis
of the SWRP or any supporting documents, and this letter provides no approval of these
documents.
